j institutio ns in the co untry. In fact, at 
j this tim e, everything co nsidered, the 
state has a num ber o f the fo rem o et in­ 
stitutio ns o f the kind in the United 
States. 
It has been the steadfast po licy o f 
the representatives o f the Republican 
party placed here by the peo ple to Im­ 
pro ve the state institutio ns until a 
very high standard has been attained. 
W ith the view to kno wing Just ho w 
to legislate fo r these institutio ns so me 
Republican m em bers o f the legislature 
a few years ago pro vided fo r tha ap­ 
po intm ent o f a co m m issio n to visit 
evary institutio n bi-enially and to re­ 
po rt just what was needed.

The ag­ 
itatio n fo r a village fo r epileptics be­ 
gan sever; ! years ago . 
The m atter 
was advanced as rapidly 
as po ssible 
by the Republicans, 
but no appro pria­ 
tio n was mrwU* until it was felt th at 
the situatio n required it and th at the 
state had tbe mo ney to spare. 
The repo rts sho wing that sco res o f 
epileptics had no places to go ; th at 
the ho spitals fo r the Insane w ere al­ 
ready o vercro wded and

were living in ho rrible co nditio n in 
co unty p >o r farms and jails, co nvinced 
the legislature that im m ediate actio n 
was necesssary.

To Care fo r Co nsumptives. 
Over fifty sites 
fo r the pro po sed 
state ho spital and farm fo r co nsum p­ 
tives have been o ffered, but no ne will

sideratio n o f the vario us advantages 
they have and just ho w far they m eet 
the requirements. 
The state will buy 
500 acres o f land as a starter. 
It ex ­ 
pects to pay abo ut $32,000 fo r the sita. 
“The site that co mbines o ur w ants 
is the sit© that will be cho sen,”’ said 
Dr. Mo o re, member o f the co mmissio n. 
‘ Many o f the sites we have visited 
have o ne o r two o r even m o re o f the 
qualities that we deem essential, but 
no t all o f them. 
One site had go o d 
water, but the elevatio n Is no t high 
eno ugh; ano ther has a go o d lo catio n, 
go o d timber and tillable land, 
but has 
no water; still a third has every qual­ 
ity ex cept lo catio n; a fo urth has every 
quality desired, but 
is to o ex pensive 
fo r the co mmissio n to buy.” 
This institutio n is ex pected no t o nly 
to pro ve a go d send to the po o r, un­ 
fo rtunate co sumptlves, but a benefit 
to the public In general. 
It will be 
dem o nstrated hew much can be do ne 
in Indiana to wards the preventio n and 
cure o f co nsumptio n. 
Many peo ple o bjected to the ex peri­

It 19 also in ac­ 
co rdance with the trend o f so cial af­ 
fairs that the perio d o f co nfinem ent 
fo r co nfirmed criminals is lengthening. 
Pro visio n was made fo r the suspensio n 
o f sentence and release o f adulta o n 
pro batio n by the co urt, as has been 
hereto fo re do ne with > children. 
On 
the co ntrary the term fo r petit larceny 
was increased to m ax imum sentence 
o f eight years instead o f three year« 
as hereto fo re. The age o f co nsent was 
raised to eighteen years and im priso n­ 
m ent fo r life is the penalty fo r rape 
o n a girl under twelve years o f age, 
and fo r a third impriso nment in a 
penal instititutio n fo r a felo ny. Fam ­ 
ily desertio n is made a felo ny punish­ 
able by impriso nment in the state pris­ 
o n. 
The co urt, ho wever, may suspend 
sentence, release the priso ner and Im­ 
po se co nditio ns. 
A law was also passed autho rizing 
the sterilizatio n o f defectives and de­ 
generates. 
This is the first law o f 
this kind ever passed. 
These m eas­ 
ures that the legislature has put into 
o ur hands are splendid 
to o ls fo r pro p* 
er so cial advancement If we but use 
them aright.
